of the exp ress business ov er the lines 
of the system, and the neav y ana con­ 
stantly increasing returns from that 
branch of the serv ice, the Rock Island 
interests consider that it will p rov e a 
wise p olicy for the comp any to assume 
charge of its own exp ress business, 
thus assuring the road the benefit of 
all its transp ortation facilities. It is 
understood that none of the exp ress 
contracts with other comp anies will 
be renewed on their termination. 
The Rock Island will thus be the 
third lai;ge railway system to organize 
its own exp ress serv ice. The Gould 
lines for years hav e been conducting 
the Pacific Exp ress comp any, and the 
Hill lines hav e also their own organ­ 
izations for this branch of the serv ice. 
The Northern Pacific has its own ex­ 
p ress comp any, and the business ov er 
the Great Northern railroad is carrie« ! 
on by the Northern Exp ress comp any, 
organized by the Hill interests, and is 
a highly p roductiv e source of rev enue 
for the road. 
It has been generally believ ed that 
a mov ement will soon be inaugurated 
by most of the great railway systems 
by which they will organize their ex­ 
p ress comp anies, ending their con­ 
tracts with outside concerns. This 
would be still further to their adv an­ 
tage should the gov ernment adop t the 
p arcels-p ost system. 
But one of the p rincip al reasons that 
are actuating railroad intérêts in this 
matter is the disclosure of the heav y 
p rofits made by the large exp ress com­ 
p anies, some ô f which are earning as 
much as 38 p er cent on their stock . 
Recent agitation by minority interests 
ia the exp ress comp anies for larger 
div idends hav e. fm*thermore called at­ 
tention to the enormous surp luses in 
the treasuries of the concerns. The 
railroad Interests see no reason why 
their own p rop erties should not obtai» 
the p rofitable rev enues from that p ar­ 
ticular branch of the serv ice. They 
hav e their own organizations as it is, 
and the installation of their own ex­ 
p ress serv ice would p rov e neither 
difficult nor exp ensiv e.
